HOW TO CA..ve WELL.

An Expert li‘;phjm t.lu- Catting Up ot
Roasts snd 'owls.

Many ladies have to carve for lurge
families without any or very little ex-
pericnes, and a Bt e aady e Trom an exs-
pert carver will ol come amiss. i
should be borne in mind, first of all
that carving is quite an art, it done u
the right way., Many think if thay end
&% joint or bird up in picees that it is o0
that is required, but to cavve neativ,
artistically and economically, and place
invitingdly on the platter or dish s gu.t.
another 1 aing.

In the first place the carver should bLe
seated high enongh to carve comior
ably and with eelerity. The next th
she should e sure to have het plattan
Fapeee eponel to bold the cotive jont o
bird when it is carved, so that no por-
tion of it falls on the table. No string
or skewer should be left in the ment o
bird when brought to the table, unless
it is a silver skewer, which is perm
sthie. Muach depends upon the wi
which the viand to be carved is plac
on the platter.

Large bLirds, such as turkeyvs, geese
ele, shonld have their heads ] lsaeaedd @l
wavs (o the left, Smallor 1irde, as
partridges, grouse, ele,, which are usu
ally placed across the platter, shonbld
have their heads on the farther side
A saddle of mutton shonld e placed
with the tail end to the left of the
carver: a haunch of venison or mutton,
with the loin or backbone nearest the
carver: a leg of mutton or veal shonld
b placed with the thickes<t part np: o
rib roast or sirloin roast should have
the backbone at the right of the plat
ter: the flesh side should be up in o
round of bheef, and in a sirloin e e fstenk
the tenderloin should be next the cas
VT, A fillet of heef shouldl hove the
thick end at the right end of the plat-
ter, and a ealfs head shonld be placed
with the funee to the richt. A\ roast
pig's head shonld be placed to the 10t
nnd the thickest siule of a roast ham
should be on the farthest side of the
platter

Now for the carving, and et the paint
be a leg of mutton or lamb. Puat the
fork in the ton, turn it toward yvon, and
sliee throurh to the bone. A sadidle of
mutton is always carved with the sra'o
of the meat in long, thin slices, from
each side of the back. Tt must be tarned
over to reach the tenderloin and Kidoey
fat. The leg and saddle of venivan ar:
carved in the same wav., When the lor
and loin are servedd topether, the loin
should be enrved first. Cut off  the
finnk first of all, and cut up in pieees:
then separate the ribs: and last come
the legs,

In carving a fowl it is always n good
plan for the earver to first study the
“uncooked™ fowl very carefully. in or-
der to oot the hang of its limbs aned
points. When the earver finds a joint
el ents the gristle, the leg or wine is
free. Tt is not so easy to find the side
or coilar bone, but that comes with prrage
tice,

To carve roast chickens the leg i<
first removed, then the wing. from one
sitle and then the leg and wing fron
the other side. separatine the joints

n
wil

Then the breast is carved ench siides
next the wishhone comes off, N
senarnte the collar bone and shoulder
biade, and the breast bone from the
back, then the back from the baowly:
then follow the side hones, and the hird
is completely dissected,

TO PREVLNNT BILIOUSNESS.
Americans Should Ewt More Green Vege-
tables and Sals s

Authorities on diet believe that it
would be well for most of us who are
in health 10 eat more grivn vegetables
with our meat and starchy foods than
we do at present, says the New York
Fost. Indeed, some go so far as to be-
lieve thoat the absenee feom our menus
of plenty of green vegetabiles and salads
accounts for the Liliousness of the
Vmerican people. The best known of
such plants are lettuee, beet-tops, dan
delion, kale amd spinach, but Mr. Cal
ville, botanist of the United States de-
partment of agricalture, finds that
there are many other palatable and
healthful plants that, though rarcly
usedd, migpht add a pleasant variety o
our list of available vegetables. One «
these, “winter cre<<."" or Barbarea

rOm-
cox, which is eultivated from this ity
sounthward and is sald in large quanti-
ties in the Washington markets, s
planted in late summer or early fall
amd needs very little caltivation. An-
other plant that belongs to the spinach
and beet family, thoungh it is a com
mon werd in fields and gardens in near-
Iy every part of the United States, i<
“lamb’s quarters,” or Chenopodiam al-
bum. It is in many places commonly
known either as pigweed or goosefoot,
but it is not the true pigwesd. The
plant has a pale-hluish green color, an'd
is= used when sixX or eight inches high
is tender, juicy and pleasant to the
taste. The teasing weed, the common
garden “pusley,” or “pursiane.” when
boiled is alse recommended as a moss
palatable green vegetable and can easily
be had., In India, where it originated,
the plant has been usid for hundreds of
years. Jn Europe it is used both as a pot
herh and for salads,
